DISCHARGES ON ILLNESS. 

Gen. Pershing hes been authorized 
by the War Department to send 
home for immediate discharge from 
the army any drafted or ,enlisted 
man who presents convincing evi- 
dence of sickness or other , distress 
in his family. 

The department announced that 
men. make their own requests 
for discharge,’ or the request may 


be directly to Gen. Pershing by let-/ 


ter or cable by a member of the sol- 
dier’s family, or other interested and. 
responsible persons, accompanied by 
sufficient testimony that sickness or 
other distress exists. 
Gen. Pershing also has been au- 
thorized to discharge in Europe+on 
their own application men who have 
good reasons for leaving the army 
and waive any claim for sea travel 
allowances from Europe to the 
United States. 

These instructions apply to enlist- 
ed or drafted men who entered the 
service after April 1, 1917.. Men who 
entered the service before that date 
may be furloughed to the United 
States when sickness or distress in 
the soldier's family is clearly indi-

HAIRMAN PIEZ points out that to 

grant the demands for shorter hours 
and higher pay made by, the laborites would 
soon result in closing the shipyards where 
they are employed. “The increasing cost 
of shipbuilding in America, influenced 
largely by the constantly increasing labor 
cost,” he asserts, “threatens the very fu- 
ture of the industry in this country, unless 
the outptt is brought proportionately up 
to the elevated wage scale.” Shipbuilding 
is a comparatively recent industry on th 
Pacific Coast. Its latent possibilities have 
not yet been fully revealed. And the whole 
industry ts threatened at its inception dy 
the greed, the disloyalty and the dishonor- 
able action of the union labor despots. 
Capt. Robert Dollar has produced compara- 
tive statistics to show that the cost of ship 
construction on the Pacific Coast was four 
times greater in August, 1918, than in 
August, 1913. The reason was apparent: 
the Wages of the men had doubled and the 
output per man had diminished one-half.

HOSE GERMAN COLONIES, 

The foreign offices of the different 
Allies are not engaging in any wild scram- 
ble to secure possession of Germany's for- 
mer colonies. Reports of discussions at 
the Peace Conference disclose that, as The 
Times recently predicted, under the new 


era of industrialism those colonies will be 


a liability to any cqiniry, not an asset. 
There was a time when little and primt- 
tive peoples were exploited by powerful and 
sophisticated neighbors, when colonies were 
taxed into misery and pative peoples 
robbed in the interest of some great mili- 
tary autocracy. But that condition disap- 
peared with the passing of the great 
autocratic monarchies. The following 
pertinent criticism of the British Foreign 
Office deals with present day conditions: 
“Mandatories might feel themselves set- 
tiled with enormous financial responsibili- 
ties, in an effort to develop thelr wards, and 


yet be subject to criticism in the event that 


they failed to bring them forward.” 

Yet there was a time when England would 
have rushed headlong into a European war 
to gain possession of one-half the colonies 
which are now a drug on the international 
market. Colonization and exploitation 
were once synonymous. terms. Only a 
few centuries ago Spain collected enough 
tribute in her American colonjes to build 
an invincible armada and embark on a 
campaign of world domination. And it fs. 
interesting to reflect that not one of those 
exploited American colonies is now a Span- 
ish province. 

Under republican forms of government 
colonies cease to be revenue producers; 
they will no longer repay the cost of de- 
velopment. This is because development 
is now conducted along Industrial lines and 
there are no administrative profits for the 
guardian country. Wards of nations in 


these days of selfdetermination are gen-- 


erally wayward and wasteful dependencies.

In almost all countries the apostles 
of disorder are aliens.

The Russ and the Magyar may rave 
against the rule of law, but left to 
himself the American will accept it 
as the inevitable and behave accord- 
It is only when the wells of 
patrictism are poisoned by the ad- 
mixture of alien and discordant ele- 
ments that the health of the nation 
is seriously endangered. As it is 
hard for an American to think in 
German, so it is hard for people of 
many tongues to havé common 
thought. For the preservation of the 
world’s peace it would be well to 
give Russia to the Russians and fave 
America for Americans. The habit 
people have of ranging up and down 
the earth spreading strange doc- 


trines for every or any listening ear . 


should not be encouraged. Indeed 
representative governments should 
do their utmost to check and repress 
it and this might well be matter for 
the consideration of a League of Na- 
tions. When #@ man ends the 
hospitality of his home he does not 
thereby consent to the corrupting of 
his wife, the debauching of his 
daughter or the vagabondage of his 
son, Yet America has given a wel- 
eome to aliens who have embarked 
upon this inhospitable programme 
from the moment they passed within 
the purview of the Statue of Liberty. 

At thia moment propagandists from 
Petrograd and exponents of foreign 
and anarchistic thought are to be 
found in al! the larger industrial com- 
munities of the land. Sometimes 
insidiously, often openly, they spread 
the gospel of unrest dnd hatred of 
established order. When the time is 
ripened or the field sown they lead 
the ‘workingman to take up the only 
weapon which he seems to thorough- 
ly know—the atrike, and use it to 
beat down the public weal or gcovern- 
mental authority. Some of the pre- 
texts advanced for striking would be 
amusing did not tragedy turk behind. 
Men accustomed to a fifty-four-hour 
week were given one of forty-seven 
and immediately struck for one of 
forty hours. Men whose forbears 
raised large and contented families 
on a dollar a day are striking for a 
dollar an hour. Thousands of work- 
men quit their tasks because arrange- 
ments had not been made for them to 
all get their beer together at the 
same lunch geriod. . 

Some of the leaders have become 
emboldened bv the liberty granted 
them. One of them says: “Ddes 
anybody suppose we care what we 
strike for? Of course we have to 
have something to hold our forces 
together and talk about. Just now 
we are demanding a forty-hour week, 
but if we hed a thirty-hour one we 
would be striking just the same.” 

There is not a creative idea in the 
whole ict. What they really do want 
is not fully set forth except that they 
intend to break up “the system.” 
Presumably that is the government 
and existing authoritr. for the safety 
and preservation of these depend up- 
on a wholesome co-operation of in- 
dustry and finance. Instead of per- 
mitting this alignment they are bring- 
ing about @ mutual distrust and dis- 
regard. The employer and em- 
ployed each feel compelled to go 
armed agaigst one another and the 
companionshin of persenal interest 
has alinost disappeared. For this 
the- foreign-born svatem. which has 
anppressed the initiative of the in- 
dividual for the common level of the 
organization, fis largely responsible, 

What would be he!pful would be a 
getting back to first principles and 
this would bé gained by giving Rus- 
sia to the Russians—-and making 
them stay there. Leave America to 
the Americans and she will work out 


her own salvation without much fear 


and very little trembling.
